196.1. commented favorably 
on my asemhly bills combat­ 
ing o b s c f n e materials in 
these word*:

' Dear Charlie:
"Thank you very much for 

fending the copies of your A. 
R. 3 and A. B. 14 and ask­ 
ing our comments.

'We believe that these 
bills provide a greatly need­ 
ed answer to the problem of 
the volume of pornography 
which is being foisted upon 
every community and area of 
our State. The present pro­ 
visions of Section 311 of the 
Penal Code, particularly the 
wording 'and is matter which 
is utterly without redeeming 
social importance' make pros­ 
ecution of this section exceed­ 
ingly difficult and the possi­ 
bility of successful prosecu­ 
tion highly questionable, no 
matter how vicioualy obscene 
the matter may be. The pro­ 
posed legislation would delete 
this wording

"I am confident that ev­ 
ery legitimate news media 
and the respectable editors 
and publishers of the State 
will lend support to these 
bills. Certainly there is noth­ 
ing contained in the bills 
which encroaches upon free­ 
dom of the press under Su­ 
preme Court definitions.

"I am sure that the District 
Attorneys' Association and 
the Peace Officers 1 Associa­ 
tion will strongly support the 
bills.

"I hope you have had op­ 
portunity to meet the District 
Attorneys' Association repre- 
acntative in Sacramento. If 
you are in conact with him. 
you can tell him that these 
bills have my fullest approval.

Gen­ 
eral Session of 1963. There

has been such a heavy demand 
for these bills that you can 
get the bills much faster If 
you enclose a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope.

If you want more than two 
copies of each bill, ask the 
Legislative Bill Room for the 
cost of the quantity you want. 
The price is low because each 
of these bills is comparative­ 
ly short. However, if you 
want a quantity after learn­ 
ing the price, you may have 
to wait a week or two because

when the supply in the bill 
room Is exhausted, additional 
copies of these bills must be 
ordered from the State Print­ 
er.

Please do not write to me 
for copies of these bills be- 
cause my free supply is ex­ 
hausted. These two bills were 
killed in 1963 but I shall in­ 
troduce them again In 1965.

ask your City Clerk or any 
other public official In your 
area.

Law in 
Action

Our Constitution protects 
us against unlawful trespass­ 
ers tnlo our homes.

But what about today's elec­ 
tronic eavesdroppers?

They do not (all under 
our law of trespass With 
long range cameras and tele 
 ropes, snoopers can look for 
miles Into your windows. And 
snoopers can pick up talk 
from afar, or eavesdrop from 
next door. The laws have few 
protections against cameras, 
telescope* and such devices 
And their use is widespread 
both in pubUc and private in­ 
vestigations Of late electron­ 
ic listeners have a few more
limitations • • .

TUt'E. IN 1*34 Congress 
outlawed telephone wire tap-
pine Hut t'ongress and the 
court* have not limited other 
device*, where thert Is no ac­ 
tual trespass. California has a 
similar law.

There are many court cases 
Involving someone who con­ 
cealed a microphone or "bug" 
on hu person to record what 
he hears Such recordings are 
useful for police who can 
play the recording back in 
court, since it may be used if 
one party to a conversation 
can identify the recording.

In a recent case federal 
agents had driven a "pike 
nuke" a half inch into a wall 
to hear a gambler talk Since 
the mike stuck into the wall 
half an inch, the court held 
that H>n was trespass, and 
unlawful intrusion. Since the 
law forbade this sort of thing, 
the court would not hear the 
evidence

In IM3 California passed 
laws t" protect persons from 
some abuses of electronic lis- , 

^ tening device* It is a crime.' 
for example, to eavesdrop or! 
to record a "confidential com-1 
inunication" between persons I

No court can admit such an, 
eavesdropping or recording 
in evidence

BUT WHAT 18 "confiden­ 
tial communications?" It Is 
one carried on in such a way 
that the parties wanted the 
discussion confided to them- 
aelves.

The law still permits a re­ 
cording for us* m court 
where one party has consent 
ed to its u&e. If someone *<* 
cretly records his talk lac 
to-face, the courts are lik> '  
to allow it in evidence

Non-confidential communi­ 
cations such as public speech- 
es, of course, have no stub 
protection
